But it is an 
undertaking which should be pul oo the tame basis 
as a private corporation if it is to stand on it* own 
feet and get a fair chance. This is the development 
which Sir Henry ha* foreshadowed. 

Official statistics show~Ihat the liabilities of the 
Canadian National Railways amount to $2,098,667.- 
497. And of this amount $931,329,302 represents 
bonds and debentures owned by the investing pub¬ 
lic. Then it must be re m embered that the annual 
interest charge upon the securities in the hands of 
the public amounts to $40,400,000. To make mat¬ 
ters square with the bondholders, therefore, there 
must be a net operating surplus of a similar amount. 
Last year, a commendable showing, by the way, 
the surplus amounted to $33,000.000—or a 
shortage of $7,400,000 in this regardb. 

We are reminded by The Manitoba Free Press 
that it is hardly likely a private company would as¬ 
sume a financial responsi b ility in excess of a billion 
dollars. In other words, the Cenadien National 
Railways probably would sell for its debts to the 
public, plus some sixty or seventy millions for its 
capital stock. That would mean that the country 
would be relieved of the system itself and a liability 
of 931 millions owed to the public. But. as our 
Winnipeg contemporary points out. it mould still have 
in p e rpetu ity, incorporated in its public debt, tbe 
$1,188,482,341 which appears in the balance sheet 
of the Canadian National Railway* under the beari- 
mg of “Dominion of Canada account." This is made 
up of loans, $572,685,535; accrued unpaid inter¬ 
est. $161,861,502; cost of

Buffalo, the "monarch of the 
plains.” will soon have residence In 
Victoria**, famous Beacon Bill Park", 
through the efforta of th# Victoria 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, headed 
by W T. Stralth. 

One of the most romantic animal 
stories ever written is tne tale cf the 
buffalo of Canada, who roamed the 
extensive prairie landa in what were 
thought to be inexhaustible numbers 
In days go he by. who provided good 
hunting and good meat for the Red- 
men of Canad% before the white men 
came and for many years after they-had 
Invaded the great Wert. 

Slaughtered In thousands and thou¬ 
sands. as the buffalo were in the days 
of th* early settlers, the race was al¬ 
most snuffed out of existence In Can¬ 
ada and were only preserved by the 
efforts of a few animal lovers and 
finally tv the Dominion Government, 
who purchase^ a herd for Wainwright 
Park in Alberta 
ALL-CAN AT IAN ZOO 

In securing two buffalo for Beacon 
Hill Park, the Junior Chamber of Corn- 
mere* is making a start at the estab¬ 
lishment of a collection of purely 
Canadian animals here It is the plan 
of this energetic group of Junior busi¬ 
ness men to secure other Canadian 
beasts such a* moose, elk and beaver 
for the park in future times 

Living on tbs I slan d , where possibly 
the large animals are limited to bear, 
elk and a few other species, the 
residents have little opportunity of 
seeing in the flesh beasts which go 
to make up the wild life of Canada. 
For the children esoeciallv a collection 
of such animals will be of /rest value, 
both in an educational and historic 
sense. 

TWO BPAftTS SECURED 

"From the Department of the In¬ 
terior. through Dr. J. H. Kmg. Minis¬ 
ter of Health at Ottawa, the Junior 
Chamber has secured the loan of two 
pUffalo from the Wainwright herd for 
placing In Beacon Hill. 80 zealously 
are the remaining buffalo guarded by 
the Government, they are not given 
outright to parks and zoos, but must 
remain th« actual property of the 
Oovemment. 

Throush the good offices of Sir 
Henry Thornton, president of the Can¬ 
adian National Railways, transporta¬ 
tion of the animats has been secured 
from Wainwright to Victoria. Two 
fine specimens will be selected from 
the Oovemment herd and will make 
the Journey to this city under careful 
supervision.

OTHER ANIMALS IN PARK 

On th* main rang* of the park, buf¬ 
falo are not the only Inhabitants. At 
tne time the park waa fenced, on* 


male elk eras enclosed and thirteen 
have since been Importsd. their num¬ 
bers now totaling nearly 400. Mule 
deer now number over 1,400 head, 
while there are nine antelope, two 
having been imported and sovpn roared 
In th* park. The territory is not stat¬ 
able for moose and they do not thrive i 
there, although every effort has been 
put forth for their propagation by the 
Importation of shout twenty animat* 

A small herd of yak has Increased by 
six over the original importation or 
sixteen. 

About forty hybrids are In the re¬ 
serve. These are animal* produced 
by crossing the buffalo with domestic 
csttle and yak, an expertn&nt whicq 
Is being carried out by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. The name Is uni¬ 
versally applied to all crosses. These 
animals are splendid graasrs and like 
the buffalo are able to forage and 
thrive on comparatively poor* pasture.

Anglican Leader Worked on 
Prairies For Sixty Years; 
Bishop Forty-one Years 

Calgary. July. IB—Right Rev 
Cyprian Pink ham. ' for forty years 
Bishop of the Anglican Diocese of Cal¬ 
gary, died to-day at his residence here. 

A pioneer figure of the prairies. Rtr 
Rev Willtam Cyprian Plnkham, until 
the end of 1826 Anglican Bishop of 
Calgary, probably witnessed as great 
a transformation in his chosen field 
of labor as any man of his time. 
Reaching the prairies almost before 
they had felt the Impress of civilisa¬ 
tion. he was destined to spend his life 
largely in missionary districts. 

He was born In St. Johns. Newfound¬ 
land. In 1884. But when the future 
bishop was quite young, hts father re¬ 
turned to England and took up his 
abode in Telgnmouth. Devon Dr. 
Plnkham attended St. Augustine's Col¬ 
lege. Canterbury, graduating in 1888 
He aras ordained deacon and came to 
the Red River settlement the name 
year. He entered priest's orders the 
following year. 

WORKED IN MANITOBA 
His first charge In Canada was St. 
James. Manitoba, where he was in¬ 
cumbent for thirteen years, from 1860 
till 1881. In 1881 he was appointed 
archdeacon and canon of 8t. John’s 
Cathedral. Winnipeg Six years later 
he was elevated to the episcopate, be¬ 
ing elected Bishop of Saskatchewan 
Owing to the rearrangement of the 
prairie dioceses he was Bishop of Sas¬ 
katchewan from 1887 to 1803. and Bis¬ 
hop of Calgary from 1888 till the time 
of his retirement at the end of 1826 
on account of falling health He was 
also Bishop of Edmonton. 1818 to 1814. 

Bishop Plnkham’* diocese extended 
on the north to tbe Arctic Circle and 
Hudson Bay. In order to reach one of 
his missions on the coast of the Bay 
It was necessary for him to travel the 
whole way round the 8t. Lawrence and 
up sround the coast ot Labrador. 
HONORED BY INDIANS 
He attained the honor ot being ap¬ 
pointed an Indian chief, and one of 
hi* photographs shows him in ths fun 
costume of this interesting office 
»shop Plnkham married Jean Ann 
Drearer of Winnipeg In 1868 They had 
four sons and four daughters, of whom 
two sons and three daughters are liv¬ 
ing

Mexico City. July 1A—Tbe bade 
of General Obregon. President-elert 
of Mexico who was assassinated 
yesterday, to-day was * hipped, to 
his home In the state of Monora. 

President f'sJhaa. barehmded. 
walked behind the hearse. Behind 
them were officials of the Gov¬ 
ernment. officer* of the mrmv and 
navy and political friends. 

Mounted cadets of the National Mili¬ 
tary Academy preceded the coffin. 
Aeroplanes maneuvered overhead and 
several bands were scattered through 
the ranks. 

At least 156.000 rltlxeas lined the 
streets. 

In the same streets an equally large 
turnout lest Sunday cheered General 
Obregon as he rode triumphantly on his 
return to the capital ths first time 
after his election on July 1. 

Vow* to avenge his death were made 
by a room 'lull of the most of the 
prominent adherents of his political 
fortunes. They swore never to cease 
their fight for the principles of the 
Mexican revolution and “against the 
enemies of the people who caused the 
murder of our leader." *

Mexico City. July 18—Some associ¬ 
ates of the late (Veneral Obregon re¬ 
called to-day that for tiro days and 
nights a dog next door to President¬ 
elect Obregon’a home had been howling 
steadily and that nothing could Induce 
ilt to cease.
